For $106,533.88 


Monday sales at Glades Live- 
stock Market saw 1185 cattle 
sold for $106,533.88. Compared 
to last weeks slaughter steers 
steady, heifers and bulls 


steady to 50 cents higher, cal- 
ves-steady to $1.00 higher. 


Stocker steers were steady, heif- 


ers-steady to $2.00 lower, cows- 
steady to $1.00 lower, calves- 
unevenly steady. 

43 per cent went to slaughter, 
57 per cent to stocker, 22 per- 
cent of the run was cows and 
12 percent. 

Cattle slaughter in Florida 
through July of 1962 was 207, 
500 and in 1960 the figure was 
187,500. Calf slaughter was 114, 
400 in 1961 and 83,600 in 1960. 
For the nation the cattle slaugh- 
tered for the period exceeded 
1960 by 3 percent and the calf 
slaughter was down 3 percent. 
It is remarkable that prices 
have held so well in Florida, 

In the reasonably near future 
we can expect regular reports 
on the significance of such fig- 
ures through an arrangement 
that has been worked out with 
the Florida State Cattlemen's 
Association and the Florida De- 
partment of Agriculture.

Should special buildings be 
constructed to serve solely as 
fallout shelters? 

“Definitely not,” Fritz. said, 
“like the old tornado shelter 
which was primarily a place to 
store perishable food or keep 
«the beer cold, and only second- 
arily a place of refuge, a fallout 
shelter should have another pur- 
pose. Every effort should be 
made to modify existing build- 
ings or build new ones not only 
to give protection from fallout 
but also to serve the ongoing, 
normal needs of the commun- 
ity.” 

Familiarity with the building 
to be used as a shelter would 
eliminate the strangeness and 
fear-provoking element of shel- 
ter-taking and shelter life, 

System planning and social 
realism are the keys to esta- 
blishing a realistic shelter pro- 
gram according uto Fritz. 

Realistic administration and 
management in a nuclear at- 
tack, he believes, сап оп1у come 
as a national effort. Shelter tak- 
ing, shelter life, and an organiz- 
ed response to post attack pro- 
blems can only succeed if we re- 
cognize the many interlocking 
groups and organizations in the 
country which provide meaning 
to our normal life.
